Thrill Local Crowd 


The Congress of Canadian Dare 
Devils show here on Thursday, July 9 
brought thrills and chills to the

It Was unfortunate that the show

Injuries to the shows two top per- 
formers and mechanical trouble with

Buttercup and Lucky showed the 
crowd just how far a stock Ford car 
be tilted and still manage to stay right 
side up by driving at high speed over 
ramps of various heights.
